A FREE painting and decorating service is being 
offered to elderly and disabled tenants. 

The team, which has been created by Barking 
and Dagenham Council, has already helped out 
more than 50 people since September. 

/\ndy Lorimer, from 
Cornworthy Road, in 
Dagenham, who has 
been a council tenant for 
the last 35 years, has 
recently had his hallway 
and three bedrooms dec¬ 
orated by the team. 

He said: “The work¬ 
men were so clean and 
tidy and they moved all 
the heavy things that I 
couldn’t move. They’ve 
been terrific liaising 
with you all the time and 
checking to make sure 
we were happy.” 

The service is for ten¬ 
ants over the age of 65 
or claiming disability 
benefits as long as they 
have a good tenancy 
record and no-one else 
living at the property 
who can decorate. 

The council team will 
decorate a maximum of 
four rooms for qualify¬ 
ing tenants who will 
receive a visit to discuss 
the work. They will be 
able to choose either lin¬ 
ing paper, which will be 
painted in a colour from 
a sample chart or pat¬ 
terned paper from a 
sample book. 

Tenants who would 
like to see if they quali¬ 
fy for the scheme should

Clean-up campaigners find toilet dumped in the street 

We must flush 
out fly-tippers

TWO leading councillors were 
shocked to find a toilet dumped in 
the middle of the street. 

Shoaib Patel, cabinet member for 
environment, and deputy council 
leader, councillor Ian Bond, made 
the discovery as they launched a new 
clean-up campaign last Thursday. 

The Lib Dems have put forward 
proposals for a series of Big Clean- 
Ups in parts of Ilford plagued with 
fly-tipping following the success of 
similar schemes in 2010 and 2011. 

Mr Patel said: “The Big Clean- 
Ups make a real difference to the 
local environment by bringing 
together staff from cleansing, street 
scene and enforcement. 

“We hope that the clean-ups 
planned for the Barkingside, 
Clayhall, Clementswood, Cranbrook, 
Fairlop and Valentines wards will be 
just as successful when we get start¬ 
ed in spring next year.” 

The clean-up campaign from Mr 
Bond and Mr Patel also includes 
plans to buy three new portable 
CCTV cameras to tackle fly-tip- 
ping in the worst affected parts of 
the borough. 

Mr Patel added: “The key to 
keeping these areas cleaner is for 
residents, community organisations 
and the council to work together to 
report and tackle the problems.”

MORE than 450 jobs will be created by a new 
superstore in Walthamstow. 

Waltham Forest Council’s planning depart¬ 
ment approved a £90million package including 
a Morrisons supermarket and 245 new homes. 

The development will be built on the site of 
the 1.5 hectare car park in South Grove, close to 
the High Street, and the superstore will cover 
73,500 square feet gross and include a car park 
on the ground floor. A promise has been made 
that three-quarters of the new jobs will go to 
people living in the borough. 

Cllr Chris Robbins, leader of Waltham Forest 
Council, said: “This £90million investment is a 
really significant step 
forward for the regen¬ 
eration of the bor¬ 
ough, bringing a 
brand-new food store 
to the heart of 
Walthamstow along 
with a number of 
other shops and 245 
new homes.

THE first frosts of winter are already catch¬ 
ing drivers unaware, especially in rural areas 
where icy patches can be difficult to spot. 

Road safety charity the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists (1AM) is anxious for dri¬ 
vers to know how to cope. 

1AM chief examiner Peter Rodger said: 
“Some bits of the country have already had 
a first taste of this year’s winter. 

“That means it’s time for the rest of us to 
start thinking about how to deal with it too.” 
Here are his winter driving tips: 

• Keep to the main roads as they’re more 
likely to be salted. 

• Bear in mind that after the frost has gone, 
ice can remain in areas which are shaded by 
trees and buildings “and it forms there first, 
so be careful as the temperature drops”. 

• It may seem obvious to say “but every 
year people forget, so ensure you have de¬ 
icer and a scraper”. 

• Don’t be one of those people, still out 
there, who only scrape a small area and 
drive looking through a slit. “Clear the whole 
screen to be able to see properly.” 

• If the road is slippery when you start off, 
do it in second gear, releasing the clutch 
and accelerating gently, avoiding high revs 


“as this will help prevent wheel-spin”. 

• As you drive, stay in higher gears to help 
avoid wheel-spin. 

• In an automatic, be gentle with your feet, 
and use whatever gearbox features that the 
it has help in slippery conditions. 

• Cars end up in ditches because drivers 
haven’t taken icy roads seriously. If it’s cold 
outside treat wet looking patches with great 
care as “they could be ice, not water”. 

• Stopping distances are increased by up 
to 10 times in icy conditions, so leave plenty 
of distance between you and the car in 
front. Don’t rely on your brakes to stop - on 
ice they may not do that for you. 

• If it is really slippery slow down early and 
use the gears to do it. 

• If your car loses grip and starts to slide 
sideways, take your foot off the accelerator, 
and point the front wheels in the direction 
that you want to go. 

Peter said: “These are just a few pointers 
to start you thinking. Being mentally pre¬ 
pared as well as having the right equipment 
is vital, so think about any problems you 
encountered last winter, and what you need 
to do to avoid them or overcome them if 
they recur this year. Be prepared for the 
worst. Icy conditions will affect accelerating, 
steering and braking.”

LEYTON ORIENT edged into the 
next round of the Cup - but at a cost 
after skipper for the day, David 
Mooney was dismissed for violent 
conduct deep into second-half stop¬ 
page time. They will travel to Cham¬ 
pionship strugglers, Yeovil Town, 
early in the New Year. 

But, long before Mooney’s early 
bath, Dean Cox - who was reported¬ 
ly suffering from the flu bug that 
decimated the squad - hit the only 
goal of a game the visitors dominat¬ 
ed, five minutes before the break. 

With usual captain, Nathan Clarke 
injured and stopper Scott Cuthbert 
ill and boss, Russell Slade, watching 
the game from his flat overlooking 
the ground, it was left to assistant, 
Kevin Nugent, to assume the man¬ 
agerial reins for the day. 

Despite a bright Orient start, the
